Jan. 1 3 .-Two thunder­ 
ous m uatfon plant explosions com­ 
ing within thirty-six hour* of eacu 
Cither and wrecking appaHng damage, 
gave rise today to urgly reports of 
war plots. 
Last night’s explosion at 
the DuPont plant at Haskell, N. J., 
following ao close on the wrecking of 
the Canadian foundry work» at KHsga- 
land. ha» aroused suspicion that 
was no coinciden o# of accident#. 
On the surface, officials of both 
DuPont plant and the Canadian wdrk* 
arc accepting the explosion, the total 
damage of which will 
reach 
more 
than $20.000,000, as accidental, 
but 
secretly they are conducting rigid ex­ 
aminations. 
This was admitted 
to­ 
day. 
Like the Kingsland disaster, it may 
be impossible for days to 
determ ine 
whether there was extensive loss of 
life in the Haskell explosion. The ex­ 
plosion of 400,006 pounds of 
smoke­ 
less powder was felt in four states, 
ami persons a mile away were knock­ 
ed flat on their faces. 
At least sev­ 
eral men were killed at Haskell. 
The General Arttettc Weaving com­ 
pany. a mile north of Haskell, 
was 
completely wrecked. 
The 
monetary 
loss to the DuPonts was in the neigh- 
t erhood of $2.506,600. 
Residents of Haskell declared today 
that it is highly Improbable that the 
loss' of life is so light as set forth by 
the company officials. Between 30 and 
40 men are in the hospital injured. 
They said 4.000 rae.» were known to be 
in the danger zone and it is not likely 
that they all escaped. 
Fears that the casualty list will d* 
much larger when a fuller investiga­ 
tion can be made ruled today.

ports to the police at Pompton stated 
that 27 were dead, but this could not 
be verified.

although adm itting that in the face of 
conflicting opinions, “we can see how 
far we are from definite conclusions 
as to the true effect of tobacto.”
